Union County 
Loses One Seat 
in Reapportion- 
ment Decision 


LITTLE ROCK-W-Poinselt and 


Mississippi counties gained one ad- 
ditional representatives at the expense 
of Lonoke and Union counties in the 
reapportionment of the house in a re- 
apportionment order Monday by the 
Arkansas Supreme Court. 


The court action increased Poinett 


county representatives from one to 
two and Mississippi county from three 
to four while Lonoke was reduced 
from two to one and Union from three 
to two. 


In' a ruling handed down by the 


high tribunal held that the apportion- 
ment board in reapportioning the 100 
house seats on the old basis actually 
performed the reapportionment but 
that distributions was not in accord- 
ance with the ration determined by 
the population (more populus coun- 
ties) as shown by the last federal 
census.

Dream Bee 
Cruises Far 


Ideal Bee Breed- 
ing Could Pay 
Off in Honey

BELTSVILLE. Md. — Breeding the 


ideal bee for increased honey produc- 
tion is much like designing a modern 
airplane. 


Apiarists at the U. Si experimental 


farm must consider such problems 
as wing-spread, load capacity, cruising 
range, takeoff 
and landing ability. 


They mean just as much in the honey 
business as in fighter planes. 


Bee breeders also must cope with 


such additional problems as bee dis- 
ease and other dificulties plane en- 
gineers don't have. 


By patiently crossing and recross- 


ing existent strains, measuring prc- 
formance, endlessly checking results, 
the U. S. experimenters are working 
toward the ideal bee. 


Aren't Hunting Fighters 


Here are some of the characteris- 


tics they 
hope to include in the 


"dream" bee. They want a peaceable 
disposition. Some breeds are too anx- 
ious to pick a fight and neglect their 
chores. They want bees • with 
big 


wings and endurance, to range wide- 
ly and haul bigger 'payloads" of hon- 


cy back to the hive. 


Bees resistant to cold are desirable. 


Bees that go a-winging when it's 
cool morning produce more 
than 


those who don't go to work until 
the sun's hot. The best bees can land 
and lake off on tiny flowers. If a 
bee needs a lily for a landing field, 
he's a flop gathering honey from al- 
falfa's tiny blossoms, 


£omo strains, otherwise good boos, 


can 
catch 
more ailments hlan a 


hypochondriac in a draft. Other breeds 
ire irnmune lo the common bee dis- 
eases. By combining resistant strains 
with notably high producers, the re- 
searchers hope to blend immunity 
and high productivily in one sli-ain. 
They're caulious, as are all scientists 
before proof is triple-clinched and 
double-riveted, but they do admit 
they're "making progress." 


It may take years. Season after sea- 


son they check the records of the 
different strains. 


Production 
charts 
already 
have 


shown that some broods produce 100 
pounds per hive more than others 
Hybrid strains show great energy 
and high resistance to the common 
bee diseases. 


The scientisls know what they're 


after. Step by step, year after year, 
they're adding good 
qualities 
and 


weeding out bad ones. Eventually, 
they hope to "build"' a bee as superior 
lo Ihe original breeds as the 400-mile- 
an-hour plane is superior to the 100- 
mile flying coffins of 1916. 


That'll mean more and 
cheaper 


honey for you, more profits for the 
keeper of the bees.

be well packed to be moved and 
stored. Pack this food in wooden and 
corrugated boxes with plenty of pack- 
ing so that it can be temporarily 
stored until future homes are found. 
Dried foods can be easily packed. 


Farm families who have corn to be 


saved, green butter beans, green peas, 
okra, green beans and different types 
of food can dry them in the green 
stage. Then can be packed in sealed 
containers, boxes, bags, old fruit jars, 
and coffee cans. 


Food for drying should be selected 


for its good quality, freshness and 
firm ripeness. 
The 
vegetables are 


blanched in boiling water and put out 
in the sun to dry. When ready to 
pack, run in the oven for a few min- 
utes and heat at 350 degrees Fahren- 
heit, or a hot baking oven. 


Another important feature of pre- 


serving food now available is the 
freezer-loqker 
service. 
There 
is 


a local freezer-locker in Hope. 


Due to the National Defense Pro- 


gram and the emergency of families 
moving from the Proving Ground 
area, this locker service is offered to 
these farm families only at 50c per 
month, or $5 per year which is one- 
half price service. 


They wish to cooperate in the sav- 


ing of all food supplies for these farm 
families. Beef, pork, lamb and chick- 
ens can be killed under normal farm 
conditions, brought to the freezer- 
locker and processed at 1% cents per 
pound to be placed for freezing. This 
includes wrapping, cutting, etc. This 
would be a big saving for farm fam- 
ilies to have food for future use. Do 
not sacrifie your food on the markets 
now. The food and nutrition problem 
has been a big one and we want these 
families to be well fed. 


Vegetables as green peas, green 


beans, butter beans, etc. can be picked 
in the green stage, blanched, packed 
dry in fruit jars and placed in your 
freezer-locker. This is a quick way 
of saving vegetables. 


Fruits can be packed dry with sugar 


and saved—as peaches, berries and 
figs. As soon as the vegetables and 
fruits are packed into the jars they 
should be brought into the freezer- 
locker during the day. One family or 
two families can rent a locker and 
store a quantity of foods for future 
use. 


Containers can be bought at the 


freezer-locker plant for 2c per pint and 
3c per quart. These are boxes and can 
be stored on each other. 


Club women can get together in 


groups and help save each others 
food in a cooperative manner. One 
family can bring all the food in from 
one community taking turn about with 
the delivery service. Remember this 
is an emergency and we want you to 
save your food.

fish screens.

B. N. Brennan says: 


"Fishermen are in for a surprise 


when we actually begin getting re- 
turns from the fish saved by those 
screens. Hundreds of thousands are 
being saved annually to go out to 
salt water and return as spawners." 


Less spectacular than fish ladders, 


by which salmon, battling up streams 
and rivers, bump up against dnrns mid 
then leap or swim up a gradually as- 
cending series of man-made pools to 
the water above the obstruction, the 
screens are equally important. 


The need for fish screens arises from 


a simple situation. Irrigation canals, 
drawing water from a river, lead off 
at a downstream angle and Washing- 
ton and Oregon, great-salmon fish- 
ing states, have scores of such pro- 
jects. Young salmon, heading down- 
stream for their cycle of life in the 
ocean, get sidetracked 
into 
these 


canals. Eventually, as the water reach- 
es orchards and 
fields in smaller 


and smaller ditches, they arc "pick- 
eted" and die. 


On the Sunnysidc irrigation pro- 


ject, for example, n screen was taken 
out of one canal a month for re- 
designing. In four weeks, 24,000 dead 


fish, of various species, were found 
in nearby fields find ditches, 
%

canal entrance will not work. Sticks 
or debris would clog or tear them, 
or a freshet might sweep them out^f 
So the screens arc more elaborate, 
cylindrical affairs of mesh wire which 
rotnte and fill the opening through 
which the water passes. In front is 
n water by-pass, which leads buck 
to the main stream.
